I am sending you the most recent correspondence between the 
DFHA and Basildon Council, concerning 1) our proposal that in the 
event an eviction is permited by the JR rather than bulldozing 
homes, the council and Constant should assist families to 
transfer to Pitsea in a safe and orderly manner.
